and sales of natural gas to in- 
dustrial customers. 


The PSC is holding a hearing

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Supreme Court at raid-point in 
the 1970-71 term is moving right, 
away from the liberalism of the 
Warren years and toward the 
conservatism of President Nix- 
on. 


The trend is not entirely uni- 


form. Women have won some 
measure of equal job rights and 
just Wednesday the court lifted 
the shadow of libel judgments 
from newspapers that delve into 
the personal backgi l^-i^ol po- 
litical candidates. 


But even if there are excep- 


tions, the point to keep in mind 
is that Nixon has the capacity to 
accelerate the rightward move 
if a vacancy occurs while he is 
in the White House. 


Presidents have been disap- 


pointed with the men they put 
on the court. Theodore Roose- 
velt was astonished at the liber- 
alism of Oliver Wendell Holmes 
and Dwight D. Eisenhower was 
equally surprised by Earl War- 
ren. Nixon is keeping his own 
counsel, but it would be hard to 
imagine him but pleased with 
the way Chief Justice Warren 
E. Burger and Justice Harry A. 
Blackmun have turned out. 


The greatest single force in 


the court's rightward shift is the 
implacable 
conservatism 
of 


Burger and Blackmun. 


In 47 decisions this term the 


two Nixon appointees have been 
on the same side 45 times. Their 
two votes often have carried the 
day. 


Had they given their consent, 


Massachusetts would have had 
a hearing on its suit attacking 
constitutionality of the Vietnam 
war.

The governor said raising the 


money was not an issue — the 
issue was how to go about rais- 
ing the money. 


He said that if he did not 


think his income tax bill was 
the right course to follow, he 
would choose another method of 
obtaining revenue. 


A bill has been introduced in 


the state Senate to increase the 
3 per cent sales tax from 3 to 
3% per cent. A bill pending in 
the House would raise the rate 
to 4 per cent. 


Bumpers said, however, that 


he did not desire the passage of 
either proposal.

WASHINGTON (AP) Presi- 


dent Nixon today charged Hanoi 
with broadening the Vietnam 
war into an Indochina, conflict 
and predicted the United States 
and its allies will have more 
hard choices in combatting pos- 
sible new enemy thrusts in 
South Vietnam, Cambodia and 
Laos. 


In a globe-ranging report offi- 


cially directed to Congress but 
aimed at the nation and the rest 
of the world, Nixon keyed his 
message to a quest for "a full 
generation of peace" this cen- 
tury. But, he said, "If winding 
down the war is my greatest 
satisfaction in foreign policy, 
the failure to end it is my deep- 
est disappointment." 


He pledged to continue the 


winding down, the U.S. troop 
withdrawal from South Viet- 
nam. But in stark contrast to 
his declared global peace goal 
his projection for Indochina em- 
phasized the broadened war and 
increased American aid and air 
support for allied ground forces. 


The 65,000 word report, cover- 


ing 180 pages and accompanied 
by a nationwide radio speech, 
was the second Nixon report on 
the role of the United States in 
world affairs since he took of- 
fice. 


Patterned after the constitu- 


tionally mandated State of the 
Union message, this White 
House overview of the world sit- 
uation disclosed no new U.S. 
policy departures. 


But details were outlined and 


it gave Nixon an opportunity to 
tell the stony of his foreign and 
strategic policies at midpassage 
between the 1968 and 1972 elec- 
tions. 


Nixon sent the report, which 


has been in preparation for sev- 
eral months, to Congress under 
the title, "United States Foreign 
Policy for the 1970s—Building 
for Peace." 


In discussing the Indochina 


crisis at considerable detail Nix- 
on gave a deeply pessimistic re- 
port about the prospects for a 
negotiated settlement. 


He had "frankly expected" 


some kind of action from the

side last year, Nixon stated, 
when he expanded political prin- 
ciples for a settlement and ap- 
pointed

In this, he indicated, he was

"There is the additional fact 


that as our forces decline, the 
role we can play on many as- 
pects of a settlement is also 
bound to decline," he added. 


Nixon appealed for trust in his 


leadership as he seeks to devel- 
op what he called a new, more 
restrained world role for the 
United States. 


But the major concern of the 


message throughout was with 
what he called the "most an- 
guishing problem" of Vietnam. 


"Hanoi has made the war an 


Indochina conflict," Nixon stat- 
ed, with some 240,000 North 
Vietnamese 
troops 
in South 


Vietnam, Cambodia and Laos, 
including a few Viet Cong in 
Cambodia. 


"Enemy intentions and capa- 


bilities in Indochina will pose 
some hard choices about the de- 
ployment of allied troops as we 
pursue our withdrawals," he 
continued, 
and 
North Viet- 


namese actions (in Laos and 
Cambodia) could require high 
levels of American assistance 
and air operations in order to 
further Vietnamization and our 
withdrawals. 


The theme of frustration in 


peacemaking 
and danger in 


world conditions pervaded other 
sections of the massive report.

House Alters 
Three Tax 
Measures

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Arkansas House passed one of 
the minor bills in Gov. Dale 
Bumpers' 
revenue 
pack- 


age Wednesday, but altered 
three other tax measures in 
ways opposed by the adminis- 
tration. 


The House, beginning work on 


the $26 million program offered 
by Bumpers, approved a bill 
that actually is a tax reduction 
—a decrease in the real estate 
transfer tax from $3 per $1,000 
of value to $1.10. 


The bill, passed 89-5, was sent 


to the Senate for consideration 
after the House vote. 


Amended were bills to repeal 


the use tax exemptions granted 
utilities 
and 
transportation 


companies, to reduce the mer- 
chants' discount for collecting 
the state sales tax from 2 to 1 
per cent and to extend the 
sales tax to a number of ser- 
vices, principally repair ser- 
vices. 


The Senate, meanwhile, ap- 


proved a new congressional re- 
districting bill, supported by 
the state's four 
congressmen, 


killed a proposal that would 
have penalized counties for fail- 
ing to meet the law's assess- 
ment standard. 


The House amended the use 


tax exemption repeal bill to 
provide a four-step phaseout of 
the exemption rather than the 
two-step phaseout proposed by 
Bumpers. The vote was 55-39. 


Rep. 
Frank Henslee of Pine 


Bluff persuaded the House to 
amend the services tax meas- 
ure to impose the 3 per cent tax 
on advertising in newspapers 
and magazines 
and on bill- 


boards. The vote was 52-38. 


The House went along with 


an amendment by Rep. P. K. 
Holmes of Newport to the mer- 
chants' discount bill to allow 
merchants to recoup taxes they 
pay on credit purchases by cus- 
tomers who later fail to pay 
their bills. The vote was 72-16. 


Under 
current 
law, mer- 


chants cannot get repayment of 
the tax money they lose on bad 
debts. Rep. Leon Hoisted of 
North Little 
Rock, • arguing 


against the amendment, said he 
considered the loss a cost of do- 
ing business. 


Final action on the three bills 


was put off because the amend- 
ments must be engrossed be- 
fore the measures can be con- 
sidered. Rep. W. F. Foster Sr., 
handler of the services bill, al- 
so withdrew the measure from 
consideration 
temporarily 
al- 


though other proposed amend- 
ments are pending on it. 


The amendment by Rep. L. 


L. Bryan of Russellville to ex- 
tend the period over which the 
use tax exemption would be re- 
pealed sparked heated debate. 


The amendment would im- 


pose the tax at the rate of 1 
per cent July 1, at I1* per cent 
in July 1972, at 2 per cent in 
July 1973 and at the full 3 per 
cent in July 1974. An identical 
amendment was written into 
the Senate - passed version of 
the bill. 


Bumpers proposed imposing 


2 per cent of the tax this year 
and the full 3 per cent next 
year. 


Bryan argued that his amend- 


ment would lessen the impact 
of the exemption repeal on the 
utilities 
and 
transportation 


companies. He and other repre- 
sentatives also said the change 
would give Arkansas Power & 
Light Co. a deserved tax sav- 
ings on the construction of two 
nuclear generation plants near 
Russellville. 
AP&L 
officials 


have said Bumpers' two-step 
approach would add $6 million 
to the cost of the construction. 


••The 
Arkansas 
Power 
& 


Light Co. is the largest taxpay- 
er in the state and they de- 
serve this amendment," said 
Rep. Charles R. Moore of Lux- 
ora. 


"If you give me the largest 


income in the state of Arkan- 
sas. I'll be glad to be the larg- 
est taxpayer," answered Rep. 
James C. Cole of Malvern.

Arc said that AP&L had done 
as much to assist the growth of 
the state as the Arkansas In- 
dustrial Development Commis- 
sion had and added, "Now, we 
owe them something." 


Rep. Julian Streett of Cam- 


den, opposing the amendment, 
said the state collected $3.5 
million in taxes annually from 
the utilities although the yield 
would be $9.2 million if they 
were taxed at a rate equal to 
the national average. 


The redistricting 
bill 
ap- 


proved by the Senate on a 29-0 
vote has only two slight differ- 
ences from an earlier bill that 
was approved by the legislature 
and that has been signed by 
Bumpers. 


The new bill, however, has a 


population 
variance 
of only 


about 1,200 persons between the 
four districts whereas the earli- 
er proposal had a variance of 
about 
15,000. Sen. Bill 
H. 


Walmsley of Batesville, who 
handled the new bill, said he 
doubted the constitutionality of 
a variance of 15,000.

Frustrated 
by Strike*

NEW YORK (AP) — Frustra- 


tion with strikes is now being 
expressed not only by manage- 
ment and the public, but by un- 
ion members and leaders them- 
selves, leading to a renewed 
study of voluntary arbitration 
as an alternative. 


Earlier quests either led to 


deadends or were abandoned, 
but some authorities now feel 
that conditions and attitudes 
have so developed that possibil- 
ities are more real than in 
years. 


A study is, in fact, now being 


made under the auspices of the 
American Arbitration Associa- 
tion, with the cooperation of 
such well known names as I.W. 
Abel, United Steelworkers presi- 
dent, and R. Heath Larry, U.S. 
Steel negotiator. 


This isn't the first time volun- 


tary, binding arbitration has 
been seriously considered. It 
has enjoyed vogues from time 
to time and has attained some 
acceptance in certain 
indus- 


tries. Overall, however, it is still 
little used in resolving bargain- 
ing deadlocks. 


Why might it be more ac- 


ceptable now or in the future 
than it was in the past? Mainly 
because of the growing resent- 
ment of both labor and manage- 
ment, an angry public, and an 
administration 
that fears the 


economic consequences. 


If all these factors are not yet 


fully on stage, says Donald 
Straus, president of the nonprof- 
it AAA, they are least in the 
wings, and the time for the cur- 
tain-raising could be approach- 
ing. 


The provocateur is inflation, 


or more precisely, the damage 
that inflation is doing to pay- 
checks, profits and the econo- 
my. And the catalyst that might 
excite these factors is the clear 
and present danger to everyone. 


"There aren't many villains 


in this business," says Straus. 
"They are all people cast in 
their 
institutional roles and 


working to the best of their abil- 
ities." 


Only if the dangers are clear 


and present can a statesmanlike 
attitude be taken by either side. 
Such conditions existed during 
World War II, for example, 
when wages were 
stabilized 


with few strikes. But do they ex- 
ist today? 


There is evidence that infla- 


tion is a destructive economic 
enemy, making American goods 
less competitive abroad, forcing 
workers to jog on a treadmill, 
destroying the living standards 
of those on fixed incomes.

The U.S. Command reported 


217 American troops wounded in 
action last week, the same as 
the week before. 


The Saigon government re- 


ported 432 South Vietnamese 
killed in action last week, 46 
less than the week before, and 
1,446 
wounded, 287 more than 


the previous week. The U.S. 
Command claimed allied forces 
killed 2,260 North Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong in South Viet- 
nam, Cambodia and Laos, the 
highest total claimed since last 
May. 


U.S. officials say no American 


ground troops are taking part in 
the operation on the Laotian 
side of the border, but 9,000 of 
them are acting as a blocking 
force in the northern provinces 
of South Vietnam, and an esti- 
mated 500 U.S. helicopters are 
furnishing almost all of the air 
support for the South Viet- 
namese in Laos. 


The U.S. Command has ac- 


knowledged the loss of 29 heli- 
copters in operations on both 
sides of the border, with 40 
Americans killed in them, 15 
missing and 26 wounded. But 
scores of other helicopters have 
been damaged by enemy fire, 
and there has been no day-to- 
day report of casualties aboard 
these craft. 


Meanwhile, small-scale 
but 


sharp fighting, ambushes and 
rocket and mortar attacks have 
taken a steady toll among the 
U.S. 
ground force east of the

In the nuclear arms race, he 


told Congress and the nation 
that what he termed greatly in- 
creased 
Soviet power could 


tempt Moscow into bolder and 
more dangerous probing of the 
West. 


He also said the United States 


would like to begin improving 
relations with mainland China, 
but that nation continues "to 
cast us in the devil's role." 


Nixon told the American peo- 


ple that he was trying to shape 
a new, less burdensome policy 
line for the United States in 
world affairs. He appealed for 
understanding 
and

argued against any new swing 
into American isolationism. 


To point up his approach to 


world affairs Nixon also cov- 
ered these areas in his mes- 
sage:

Nixon gave Moscow a barely 


concealed warning not to try to 
dominate the Middle East which 
he called militarily and econom- 
ically vital to the Western alli- 
ance. 


The United States recognizes 


"the Soviet Union has important 
interests" in the region, Nixon 
said. But he added the U.S. does 
not seek a dominant position 
and "we cannot allow others to 
establish one." 


Soviet-U.S. Relations 


The growth of Soviet nuclear 


power to parity with the United 
States "could tempt Soviet lead- 
ers into bolder challenges," Nix- 
on said. Errors of judgment by 
Moscow may have contributed 
to the Middle East crisis last 
summer and to Soviet naval ac- 
tions in the Caribbean last fall. 


Apparently Nixon meant that 


in its support for Egypt in mov- 
ing antiaircraft missiles close to 
the Suez Canal, and in the Car- 
ibbean cruises of nuclear sub- 
marines, the Soviet leadership 
was probing U.S. intentions and 
firmness.

are married and are rather en- 
gaging professionals. 


They were Ken Berry and 


Jackie Joseph, James Farentino 
and Michele Lee, and Sonny and 
Cher Bono. The program start- 
ed with the official notice they 
were "infanticipating," a word 
somehow incorporated in a pro- 
duction number called "Ladies 
in Waiting." 


It ended, of course, with the 


big event. 


Every cliche of approaching 


motherhood was explored ex- 
cept the one involving pickles 
and ice cream. Sketches were 
built around the size of the doc- 
tor's fee, morning sickness, pre- 
natal influences. There were 
production numbers about find- 
ing a name and the father's 
wait for word. The ladies wad- 
dled about discussing their con- 
dition. No clinical detail was 
concealed. 


It was merry, mildly ribald 


and generally uninspired. 


Earlier on ABC, Jacques 


Cousteau and the crew of the 
Calypso carried television audi- 
ences to the Galapagos Islands 
off Ecuador to inspect the ma- 
rine iguana, or as Cousteau 
called it, the sea dragon. 


These strange, rather small 


creatures—ugly but peaceful— 
have survived for millions of 
years. They bask in the subtrop- 
ical sun on barren volcanic rock 
and forage for sea algae in the 
ocean. Thy have adapted to 
swimming and diving and are 
able to remain submerged for 
about an hour by using oxygen 
stored in their tissue.

series, impressive in its beauty. 


Cousteau had some especially 


interesting film of the sole fami- 
ly living on the island, in a 
house built among the iguanas. 
The head of the family has 
made house pets of them. Al- 
though iguanas starve them- 
selves in captivity and the men 
of the Calypso were unable to 
persuade the reptiles to eat 
from their hands under the sea, 
this man summoned the crea- 
tures by calling them and they 
fed greedily from a dish he set 
out for them.

It was with disgust and horror 


several weeks ago that I read a 
newspaper article about "live" 
abortions. It seems that in New 
York (and probably elsewhere 
too) the "salting out" method is 
used to abort fetuses that are 
more advanced. Sometimes the 
saline solution injected does not 
kill 
the five-month baby. 


(Abortions are 
allowed in 


"liberalized" states at up to 24 
weeks of pregnancy.) It is born 
alive, then allowed to die 
because it is so damaged it would 
never be normal. Could a girl 
ever get over that experience? 
This isn't the "easy" way! 


I have always felt that abor- 


tions should be performed only to 
save a mother's life or sanity, or 
if the baby will be severely 
deformed.

Longer Life 


Year 2000 


Is Predicted

WASHINGTON (AP) - By 


the year 2,000, the scientist said, 
it should be technically possible 
to add 20 to 40 useful years to an 
individual's period of middle 
age. 


Dr. Leon R. Kass of the Na- 


tional Academy of Sciences said 
conservative estimates from re- 
cent research indicate aging 
may be a process that can be 
manipulated, perhaps by such 
measures as diet and drugs. 


Working from animal studies, 


Kass said, scientists have sug- 
gested a very small decrease in 
the temperature of a human 
body could slow the rate of ag- 
ing. Body processes slow down 
at lower temperatures. 


But it is just such dramatic 


possibilities in current biomedi- 
cal research that raise profound 
questions for society, said Kass, 
executive director of the Nation- 
al Academy's Committee on 
Life Sciences and Social Policy. 


He spoke Monday to a semi- 


nar on science and public policy 
being held this week at the 
academy. 


At first, Kass said, longevity 


probably will be obtained by an 
individual only at great ex- 
pense. 


"Who is likely to be able to 


buy it?" he asked. "Do con- 
science and prudence permit us 
to enlarge the gap between rich 
and poor, especially with re- 
spect to something as funda- 
mental as life itself?" 


Already, he continued, medi- 


cal advances have produced 
some dehumanization of life, 
such as the increasing number 
of lonely old people kept alive 
by medical progress. 


"We have learned how to in- 


crease their years," he said, 
"but we have not learned how to 
help them enjoy their days." 


Such forthcoming possibilities 


as altering man's genetic make- 
up, producing an embryo in a 
test tube before implanting it in 
the mother, the progress toward 
the development of an artificial 
placenta, Kass said, raise great 
problems. 


He said there should be some 


kind of institutional control of 
such science and technology.

Hasty Action 
in Herbicide 
Case Suggested

WASHINGTON (AP) - A se- 


cret report by a White House 
advisory committee suggests 
President Nixon's former sci- 
ence aide and two federal de- 
partments acted hastily in re- 
stricting use of a herbicide 
linked to birth defects in ani- 
mals. 


Disclosure of the critical re- 


port coincides with Environ- 
mental Protection Agency pro- 
ceedings to broaden curbs on 
the weed-killer, 
2,4,5-T. The 


chemical already is banned for 
most home use and on food 
crops and for defoliation in 
South Vietnam. 


Relying on tests done for the 


National Cancer Institute, the 
departments of agriculture and 
health, education and welfare 
have branded 2,4,5-T a health 
hazard because it caused birth 
defects in rats and mice. 


The two departments subse- 


quently curbed the herbicide un- 
der prompting by 
President 


Nixon's former science adviser, 
Dr. Lee A. DuBridge. The only 
uses now permitted are for 
weed and brush control on 
ranges, 
pastures, 
forests, 


rights-of-way and other nonagri- 
cultural land.

The public service jobs would 


go to employable welfare recip- 
ients "for whom no other work 
or training is available," John 
G. Veneman, undersecretary of 
Health, Education and Welfare, 
told the House Ways and Means 
Committee Wednesday. 


The idea, he said, is to fill 


new needs, such as construction 
and staffing of day-care centers, 
rather than augment such cus- 
tomary government services as 
garbage collection. 


The jobs would pay a top of 


$1.20 an hour. The federal gov- 
ernment would supply the recip- 
ient's entire wage for the first 
year, but only 75 per cent in the 
second and 50 per cent in suc- 
ceeding years to keep the jobs 
temporary, Veneman said. 


"This provision is consistent 


with our repeated assertion that 
welfare should not become a 
way of life," the undersecretary 
said. 


He said the net federal cost of 


the $800-million-a-year program 
would be only $495 million be- 
cause of resulting reduction in 
welfare payments.

"I can remember thinking of 


Uncle Sam as part of the fami- 
ly," said Curtis M. Graves. 
"But now I think of repression 
and surveillance and miscar- 
riages of justice ..." 


In testimony prepared for the 


Senate subcommittee on consti- 
tutional rights, headed by Sam 
Ervin, D-N.C., Graves recount- 
ed he recently learned from a 
former agent of the 112th Mili- 
tary Intelligence Group that he 
was a snooping target. 


Graves said Walter Birdwell 


of Houston advised him "Army 
Intelligence has had me under 
surveillance since about 1960," 
and maintained extensive re- 
cords on him in a "subversive 
file." 


Birdwell also told him, said 


Graves, others in the 112th's 
Houston 
file included 
Texas 


State Sen. Barbara Jordan, box- 
er Muhammad Ali, attorneys 
Ben Levy, James Hippard and 
Will Gray, members of the Ku 
Klux Klan and a number of anti- 


war activists. 


Birdwell reported seeing "a 


card file on every member of 
the Unitarian Church in San An- 
tonio," Graves said, and rec- 
ords on Black Muslims included 
such personal matters as surgi- 
cal histories. 


As for his own case. Graves 


said he apparently was marked 
for surveillance while partici- 
pating in 1960 sit-ins at Houston, 
aimed at desegregation of pub- 
lic accommodations. 


Even so, he said, it was six 


years before he was first lipped 
by a high official in the Catholic 
church in Houston. 


Thereafter, he said, it became

tapped, and crudely. Sometimes 
after making a call "I could not 
get another dial tone ... for 
several minutes." 


After his 1966 election to the 


state legislature, said Graves, 
"I noticed several times too 
many microphones were on 
platforms where I was speak- 
ing." 


In one such case in 1969, he 


said, the unaccountable micro- 
phone had a cord running under 
the wall to an adjoining room, 
but "we couldn't get to the other 
side." 


Graves said he suspected the 


monitoring was conducted by 
political enemies or perhaps the 
police until he heard from Bird- 
well.

Governors

ples given Sen. Sam Ervin's 
constitutional rights subcommit- 
tee, the three men said agents 
infiltrated scores of peaceful an- 
tiwar gatherings, monitored the 
1968 Republican and Democrat- 
ic national conventions, and 
filed running reports on the fu- 
neral of Dr. Martin Luther King 
Jr. 


O'Brien's remarks 
included 


the widely publicized charge 
that his former unit, the 113th 
Military Intelligence Group in 
Illinois, had spied upon a num- 
ber of public officials, including 
Mikva. 


Mikva, following O'Brien to 


the witness stand, declared his 
first reaction had been one of 
"shock and outrage." 


"In time," added the Demo- 


crat in a prepared statement, 
"these feelings gave way to a 
deeper sadness over the una- 
voidable message this brought 
as to the kind of society we have 
become." 


Mikva urged making it a 


crime for any military person- 
nel to engage in any snooping on 
civilians. And he called for "the 
removal of those responsible" 
for such activity in the past, de- 
spite new Pentagon assurances 
that abuses will not be repeated. 


"Those military officials who 


would arrogate to themselves 
the duty to watch peaceful civil- 
ians' political activities are the 
true subversives in our socie- 
ty," said Mikva. 


"If allowed to continue, they 


will end up creating a climate of 
fear and suspicion in this coun- 
try the likes of which would 
make Joseph McCarthy look 
like a civil libertarian." 


Already, said Mikva, much 


damage has been done. 


Stein testified he ran a "left 


wing desk" for the Counterintel- 
ligence Analysis Branch, with 
offices near Washington, and 
became thoroughly convinced 


before his late 1968 discharge 
that domestic snooping is "an 
activity the military should not 
be undertaking in the 
first 


place." 


Both he and Pyle said that, 


even with the closing down of 
the Army's central data bank on 
civilians at Ft. Holabird, Md., 
there were several other mili- 
tary computer and record-keep- 
ing centers with such informa- 
tion, including a 100,000-frame 
microfilm library at Stein's for- 
mer office.

Anyone can put together 


a good, basic assortment of 
tools.

The garden hose that is no 


longer worth mending, for 
example. 
Don't 
throw 
it 


away. When you bind young 
trees to stakes driven in the 
ground slipping wire through 
a piece of hose will keep it 
from 
cutting through the 


tree. Slip a piece of hose 
over the narrow tip of a hose 
nozzle when you wash the 
car and you won't scratch 
the paint if you get too close. 


Slit a length of hose and 


nail it to the bottom of an 
overhead garage door. It will 
absorb the shock when the 
door hits the cement and will 
serve as makeshift but per- 
fectly a d e q u a t e weather- 
stripping. 


And what about wire? Next 


time you snip a piece of wire 
that was baled around a car- 
ton or bundle, coil it care- 
fully and put it away. After 
you have finished a house- 
wiring job, save the odds and 
ends of wire. You will find 
wire handy for mending and 
fastening, "if there is to be a 
strain on it, use steel rather 
than copper wire. You will 
find wire useful in the gar- 
den. Electric wire with in- 
sulation is great for tying 
up plants. So are the paper- 
covered 
wires t h a t keep 


bread bags closed. 


Are there a lew bricks 


around the yard'.' Don't toss 
them in the rubbish Place a 
couple in the trunk of your 
car. They're handv lor block 


ing wheels while you change 
a tire. Set garbage cans up 
on bricks to keep them from 
standing on moist ground 
and rusting. 


If you are lucky enough to 


have 
acquired 
something 


that came in burlap bags, 
hang on to the bags. Use 
them in the garden to fill 
with leaves, debris or even 
top soil. Cut them into strips 
and bind the trunks of young 
trees to protect them from 
cold weather and the teeth 
of small animals. 


Old bedspreads and sheets 


can double as tarpaulins for 
such jobs as piling on leaves 
to be gathered and hauled 
away. An old bedspread or a 
large sheet ot cardboard can 
substitute for a tarp when 
you dig a hole and you want 
to pile the dirt on something 
so that it doesn't ruin the 
grass 
Eventually, you will 


want to acquire a good tarp. 


Has a tree been cut down 


in your vard or nearby'.' Get 


a section of the trunk and 
save it for a chopping block. 
Then you can use your ax or 
hatchet properly when the 
time comes. 


Your wife probably has a 


collection of old jars with 
lids on them. Use them for 
such small items as nuts, 
bolts, screws, washers. 


Coffee cans with replace- 


able plastic lids are great 
for nails and longer bolts 
and screws. Use cans for 
cleaning paint brushes. Fill 
with solvent and allow the 
brushes to soak. 


Every house should have a 


small lumber pile. It con- 
sists ot whatever you can 
scrounge or salvage Avoid 
rotted pieces and wood with

Epilepsy Despite 
Normal Brain Scan

Dear Dr. Lamb—My brain 


scan, EEC. (electroencephal- 
ogram or brain wave) and

turned out O.K. My doctors 
tell me I have epilepsy. How 
is this possible? 


Dear Reader — I t is. The 


common form of epilepsy is 
diagnosed on the basis of 
history of the seizures and 
surrounding e v e n t s . The 
seizure is really caused by 
an electrical storm in the 
brain. The normal brain ac- 
tivity is disrupted and con- 
fused signals are sent out all 
over the body. The nerve im- 
pulses stimulate the muscles 
to contract, causing convul- 
sions. 


In some cases the brain 


puts out high voltage signals 
that are typical of a person 
who has seizures. The EEC 
is very helpful in spotting 
these cases. However, in as 
many as 25 per cent of the 
people with e p i le p s y the 
brain waves may be entirely 
normal between attacks. This 
is why EEGs are often re- 
peated and additional proce- 
dures added to the test to 
try to evoke the abnormal 
electrical a c t i v i t y of the 
brain. Clearly, you must be 
one of the 25 per cent with 
a normal wave pattern. 


A brain scan is a test using 


radioisotopes. By counting 
the density of radioactivity 
over the brain, a map of ac- 
tivity is formed. The doctor 
is looking for an abnormal 
area where the density of 
the count is changed. In this 
way he might be able to spot 
a tumor or mass of any type 
in the brain which could be a 
cause for the epilepsy. Obvi- 
ously, in your case the test 
didn't suggest that you have 
a tumor. 


A 
pneumoencephalogram 


is a test performed by inject- 
ing a gas to o u t l i n e the 
anatomy of the brain. This 
test is used, too, in a search 
for a brain tumor or other 
abnormality in the structure 
of the brain. Again, you had 
no evidence of this. 


The end result is that some 


rather, sophisticated tests 
failed to show any structural 
damage to your brain or evi- 
dence of a brain tumor and 
your brain wave is fairly 
typical of about one in four 
patients who have epilepsy.

AAA, 
a nonprofit organization 


that seeks to develop voluntary 
arbitration as a peaceful, effec- 
tive technique for settling dis- 
putes. 


"Compulsory 
arbitration 


hasn't worked in other countries 
and I don't think it will here," 
Straus adds. There is, he feels, 
"no absolute safety to the public 
against strikes." But voluntary 
arbitration at least offers an al- 
ternative. 


To be fully effective, he and 


others in AAA feel, arbitration 
must be voluntarily entered and 
its decisions freely accepted. In- 
troduce compulsion and one side 
becomes a loser, which violates 
the spirit of the procedure. 


The voluntary Mnd is getting 


renewed attention as a means of 
breaking deadlocks in negotia- 
tions. By prior agreement, par- 
ties would submit their differ- 
ences to an impartial arbitrator 
if it became clear they could not 
agree.
